Several others will 
probably apply for the portion 
before today's 5 pm deadline. 

Following the Daily appoint- 
ment, Stanley Goldstdn, Law 
representative, is to present a 
motion calling for the establish- 
ment of a community aid pro- 
gramme financed with $10,000 
from Coundl's reserve fund and 
$30,000 from the Alumnae So- 

In addiUml^jCmmdl is to take 
a position on Educational Minister 
Jean-Guy Cardinal's stand on the 
St. Leonard crisis. 



' Another controversial issue to 
be discussed is the method of 
selection of students for Senate 
committees. 

McGill's administration would 
like to see these students respon- 
sible only to Senate while Coundl 
hopes to remain independent in 
appointing committee members. 

A report suggesting a confer- 
ence at McGill on Latin America 
is another item to be debated this 
evening. If the report is accept- 
ed, the McGill Conference on 
Worid Affairs will be rdiitroduc- 
èdthls year. 



Mo dues for UC£Q

* Students' Society: External 
Vice-President Martin Shapi- 
ro stated yesterday that it was 
"only a matter of time" be- 
fore UGEQ and CUS cease to 
function. ' 

Having attended the CUS and 
UGEQ conferences last sum- 
mer, Shapiro commented, "We 
have nothing to gain from 
membership in dther organi- 
zation and it is inconcdvable 
that we will pay dues to UGEQ 
this year." 

Looking towards the future, 
Shapiro said that he believes 
in the need for student orga- 
nizations on both the national 
and provincial levels. "On the 
provincial level we are dealing 
with a reactionary Department 
of Education," he explained. 
"Pressure must be* applied on 
the departmdit at all times." 

"Furthermore," continued 
Shapiro, "we must establish 
lines of communication be- 
tween French and English stu- 
dents." Shajdro has contacted 
and recdved favorable replies ' 
from both Sir George Williams 
University and Université La- 
val. 

As for an organization on the 



national level, Shapiro stated, . 
"We as students face many 
problems- which come under 
Federal jurisdiction - so a 
national organization should 
be allowed to become unrep- 
resentative, like CUS and UG- 
EQ. 

"In neither organization can 
we allow an unrepresentative 
elite to gain control, nor 
should the organizations be 
allowed to intervene in the in- 
ternal affairs of any member 
university," he said. 

University of Toronto, Da- 
Ihousie University, University 
of British Columbia, and Uni- 
versity of Calgary have all 
expressed interest in joining 
a new national organization. 

Shapiro believes that the 
new organizations should act 
on behalf of the students and 
coordinate programs for stu- 
dent organizations which share 
common interests. 

In conclusion, Shapiro 
stressed the need for a rep- 
resentative organization. "All 
representatives to the organi- 
zations should be elected by 
the member student bodies di- 
recUy," he said. "We don't 
want the organizations to be 
run by an elite." - , 



ASUSfaces longtalks within Faculty

After a year of. discussing, 
ddiating, and tabling, students 
.have finally gained 37 seats on 
the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

But another year may be entail- 
ed in getting meaningful partid- 
pation on Faculty committees, 
though discussion on the subject 
will begin today at 4:10 pm in 
the Leacock Coundl Room. 

The session will consider pro- 
posab made by the Joint Working 
Group on Student Partldpation in 
Faculty Government, a committee 
formed last year to negotiate the 
mode of partidpation by students 
on the Faculty body. 

Proposals to be discussed in 



student partldpation on all faculty 
committees, that all meetings be 
open, and that four students be 
admitted to Faculty Coundl, a 
smaller representative body 
which accepts or rejects all mo- 
tions coming out of the larger 
Faculty body. 

In October of last year, recom- 
mendations drafted by the ASUS 
Student-Faculty Relations and 
University Government Commit- 
tee were presented to the Faculty. 
These were promptly rejected and 
sent to a Joint Working Group, 
conristing of both foculty and stu- 
dents, to be discussed, negotiat- 
ed, and revised.

ber, when the Joint Working 
Group w[as established, to agree 
upon recommendations and to 
have them approved by the Facul- 
ty- 

Last Thursday .Faculty finally 
agreed to allow 37 students to sit 
on that body, out of some 400 
faculty members. The other rec- 
ominendations were put off until 
today. 

ASUS president Joe Caron felt 
that the step taken last week was 
inadequate, in itsdf, for mean- 
ingful student partldpation. When 
asked last nl^t how he felt the 
proposab were progressing, he 
could only say, "We'll see what 
happens tomoirow." 



Tuesday approximately 250 stu- 
dents heard Students' Adminis- 
trative Council Vice-President 
Bob Barkwell and Graduate Stu- 
dent Union President Michael 
Vaughan resign from Bissell's 
disciplinary guidelines commit- 
tee, after reading statements 
condemning positions taken by the 
Committee of Presidents of the 
Universities of Ontario and by 
CAPUT, the U of T disdpllnary 
body. 

The Presidents' Committee and 
CAPUT took the portion that vir- 
tually all forms of disruption 
should be penalized by suspen- 
sion or «(pulsion of those in- 
volved. 

In reply, Barkwell read a 
statement formulated by the SAC 
• Executive Monday night which 
condemned both stands as "re- 
pressive and anti-democratic," 
and which called for a retraction 
of Bissell's endorsation of both. 
"I have no intention of repudiat- 
ing dther statement." Bissel 
said. 

When endorsing the statements, 
Bissell said he had in mind "the 
horrendous experience at the Roy- 
al Ontario Museum and the one 
that was repeated at University 
College". Members of the U of 
T's Toronto Student Movement 
disrupted a speech by former 
Berkeley President Clark Kerr 
held at the ROM last year and 
disrupted a freshman dinner last 
week at UC.

The matter with the So- 
ciology Department is that 
it does not have enough 
teaching assistants. Four- 
teen out of the eighteen as- 
sistants are assigned to So- 
ciology 210. One assistant 
is assigned to research and 
method. This leaves three 
assistants for some thirty 
odd upper year courses. 

Why are there not more 
teaching assistants? Be- 
cause the department does 



not have any money to pay 
for more. 

"For $2050. the salary of 
a teaching assistant, re- 
search projects arc out in 
Urban Sociology." said Ro- 
ger Krohn, assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology. 
, "Individual research is 
the most interesting part 
of the course", he raged. 
"All this is jeopardized for 
$2050." 

Donald von Eschen, as- 
sbtant professor of sociol- 
ogy, pointed out that even 
if the department had money 
for teaching assistants, the 
teaching assistants would 
not come. 

"The position is not at- 
tractive because ' the - assis- 
tants arc overworked and 
underpaid," he explained. 

Professor von E^hen also 
complained that there are 
not enough full-time profes- 
sors hi the Sociology De- 
partment. 

"We are so busy with our 
giant classes, ^that . we have

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UGEQ dead, CUS dying

Do you remember a few years back when, after three referenda and untold agony, McGill students opted to seek a rapport with French-speaking studoits and join 
UGEQ (Union Générale des Etudiants de Quebec to the uninitiated)? Well, those referenda were all for nought. UGEQ is dead. 



And do you remember that other 
organization, the Canadian Union of 
Students, the one we left when we 
made that monumental decision in 
February, 1967? It, too, is in its death 
throes. 

The demise of the two organiza- 
tions is not unrelated. McGiU, as the 
proverbial and perennial man4n-the- 
trJddle (or is it monkey?) should un- 
deistand the reasons for both, because 
we have a vested Interest In the con- 
tinuance of some form of student or- 
ganization on both the federal and 
provincial levels. 

- UGEQ is, indeed, deceased. Ob, the 
death wanant bas yet to be signed 
and thé body is not, yet resting con- 
foitably below the ground, but all the 
•nails are in the coffin. We are merely 
awaithig some benevolent priest's 
utteranoè of the last iltes, not being 
to afford the price of a decent funeral. 

UGEQ was long ago doomed to this 
fate. The precepts on whidi it was 
founded suggest that there could have 
been nu oUier end to the organization. 

Quebec nationalism was the midwife 
of UGEQ. Continuing mistrust for 
the English bred the infant to matu- 
rity In the middle of the decade. 

It is surprising Uiat the founders 
tolerated the presence of English- 
speaking universities in the union at 
all. Perhaps our financial support was 
Uie dedding factor. ; : . 

But the English wereijiut tolerated. 
Tbe^EngUah language was not recog- 
iitâlMucfa of the policy of the union 
' wasTeithier esplidUy or implidtly, an 
affront to the En^-speaUng mem- 
bers. But we continued to turn the 
othercheek. 



In some years, McGill was repre- 
sented at UGEQ by External Vice- 
Presidents who agreed with unilin- 
gualism and independence which was 
UGEQ's philosophy. 

At other times, our representatives 
disagreed with what UGEQ was doing, 
but, recognizing the need for some 
sort of rapprochement wiUi Uie 
Prench-speaUng community, suggest- 
ed that we persist in the hope that 
reason, common sense and compro- 
mise would someday replace the 
dogmas of the clique controlUng 
UGEQ. 

But nothing changed. Last year, 
UGEQ drove Shr George Williams 
University; from its ranks. by-condon- 
ing ; theï..aciioiiiXof^ rioting ^students 
there, 'McGiU' hai^been'^'qidêtly dm- 
meiing since we joined, bdng un- 
willing to accept the union's across- 
thfrboard support for Qudiec nation- 
alism. 

At the spring congress of UGEQ, 

the organizaUon truly recdved its 
aue. 

An extremist group from the CE- 
GEPs, many of whom were Maoists, 
and all of whom were what even the 
McGill New Left referred to as "ac- 
tion freab'', stormed the convention. 
The largat <fiscemable group 
amongst them was the Mouvement 
Syndicat PoliUque (MSP); which was 
later one of the prime movers bdiind 
the McGill Français march. 

These people bad not paid dues in 
UGEQ. By the rules of the Congress, 
they were to have a voice b ut no vote. 

They would, not tolerate this. They 
demanded full partidpaUon as voting 
delegates, even though many of them 



Journalists chide 
atomic spree 



Though Canadians often com- 
plain that Americans steal the in- 
ternational spotlight from them, 
the only thing for us to learn 
from our neighbours is how to 
. play basdl)all and how not to struc- 
ture an atomic powèr plant. 

So opened the lecture, "The 
Myth of the Atom", given last 
night by E^lizabeth Hogan and Ri- 
chard Curtis, two American 
Journalists who specialize in the 
nuclear field. 

They charged that the American 
government, or more specifical- ' 
ly, the United States Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, is foolishly 
establishing nuclear generating 
plants to produce electricity. 

With little experience, lack of 
materials, and lack of en^neering 
standards, according to Miss Ho- 
. gan and Mr. Curtis, the govern- 
ment has given contracts to com- 
panies to start construction on 
nuclear power idànts. 

In casé'of a catastrophic acd- 
dent (caused by sabotage, strikes, 
natural causes, or human err- 
ors), they claimed that hospitals, ( 
police and fire departments are 
totally unequipped and unexperi- 
enced^tOj)conibat the spread of 
nudâr'raiÂation. 

Economically, the 'atom for 
energy' has so far proved to be 
unsuccessful, they continued. 
Costs have far exceeded their 
original estimates. ■ 

It has been predicted that the 
fuel used to povirer the plants 



would deplete itself by the 1980's. 

"The peaceful atom is close 
kin to the military atom", said 
Miss Hogan. She questioned who 
deddes whether radio-active 
nutetials.wiU be used for 'mili- 
tary purposies. 



tud not even been sent from thdr 
colleges by thdr student coundls. 

They Uircatened to disrupt Uie con- 
gress violenUy if Uidr demands 
weren't met, scaring hell out of Uie 
UGEQ people. 

For one Uiing, Uie CEGEPs in- 
truden actually outnumbered Uie 
university students. There was no 
telling what Uiey ml^t do if they 
were sealed as delegates. 

For anoUier, the physical Uireat 
was quite imposhig. These people 
were talking , of action now.. They 
rejected the line of the moilente na- 
lionaUsts. "Only direct action works," 
they said. And they were prepared 
to take thdr first direct action agahist 
thdr fellow activists! 

McGILL HELP ASKED 

It was the Supreme irony to see the 
UGEQ leadenhlp come to McGIU 
and ask to move a compromise mo: 
tlon on the problem (one whidi would 
seat only some of the ddegates from 
the CESE(>s). Imagine turning to Uie 
ddegaUon from Uie Establishment 
University to help save the organiza- 
tion dedicated to the overthrow of that 
establishment! ' 

As it happens, our moUon didn't 
save the union. Enough of Uie ultra- 
(wfaatever they were) were seated to 
throw into doubt Uie outcome of any 
floor vote. The execuUve decUons bad 
to be postponed to a summer congress 
which never materialized. 

So UGEQ died. Finandal problems 
are the official excuse for the demise, 
but they could not have brought down 
the union alone. 
' It died because it was founded upon 
a radicalism not shared by the stu- 
dents who comprised theorganization. 

It died because it was founded upon 
a nationalist ' philosophy comoletdy 
unacceptable to many of the member 
universiUes. 

It died because it perpetrated a 
myth of student solidarity, a solidarity 
which does not edst. 

It died because it made no effort to 
be representaUve of or respondve to 
the students who were financing it. 

Finally, it died because all its con- 
tradicUons were exposed by a group 
of people even further removed from 
reality Uian UGEQ, and UGEQ was 



unable to cope with those people who 
Uiey ncv^r' should have taken ser- 
iously. 
So UGEQ died. 

CUS FATE SIMILAR 

CUS's demise was quite different 
and far less predictable. Perhaps I 
sUck my neck' out when I speak of 
CUS in Uie past tens:. Its fate will 
be dedded by the students at Univer- 
sity of Toronto in a referendum next 
monUi. 

From what I aw at the recent CUS 
Coogress at Port ArUinr, however, I 
fed quite safe in saying Uiat CUS 
as the New Left has moulded it in the 
last two years is dead. 

The tragedy of- CUS, and Uie sub- 
sequent cause of its demise b the 
didionesty of its leadership. 

CUS became a radical organizaUon 
last year when Peter Warrian became 
president Some of his speeches 
were rather hitlammatory, and they 
frightened half the member univerri- 
ties right out of the union. 

This year's President, Marthi 
LonqTi I if no .■ less , radical. He and 
his'executive bdieve CUS must work 
for Uie socialist , revolution hi Cana- 
da (and- McGill Français and oUier 
'Idt wing" causes). They don't want 
to tell thdr members this, however. 
If they do, Uiey might be faced with 
even more dropouts (less Uian one 
quarter of last year's members are 
committed to Joining). And CUS needs 
thdrnioney. 

Unfortunatdy (or fortunatdy), 
enough people on enough campuses 
have seen through Uiis bcade so as to 
make finandal survival of CUS highly 
improbable. 

But quite apart from Uiis, Uiere is 
no reason for the conthiued existence 
of CUS. This pretense at moderation 
does not satisfy those who want a 
representative uidon. Nor are the true 
revolutionaria happy. 

"We can't make a revolution by 
pretending the people are bdildd us," 
said a ra(fical bom Waterloo. "Go- 
dammlt, we've got to tell them where 
we stand and get them bdibid lis." 
And, of courae, . he Vras perfecUy 
right. 

Wdl, CUS and UGEQ as we have 
known Uiem are finished. What, then. 



Student board useless Structure 

There was a Board of .Regular Committees meeting last Monday night. There wasn't a quorum, 
but then. >rtio cares. 

Actually, the;Board is made up of all the bculty. student sodety prvddents and thdr execuUves and 
has been in eidstence for many yeai:s. The fact that you have undoubtedly never heard of it is a fair indica- 
tion of its importance. Even the faculty presidents do not care. 



The last meeting for example, 
started with 7 people in atten- 
dance (aside from the executives i. 
Three of these seven were from 
Architecture (Architecture has 
180 students). 

Internal VP Dave Young has 
been an important factor in the 
attempt to reactivate this body, 
with the . intention of giving it 
some power to .act as "a check 
agahist certain abuse by Coun- 
cil". President Julius Grey 
mentioned at the last meeting that 
any expenditures of more than 
$2,000 might be reviewed by the 
board. 

Grey also said that he felt that 
the Board of Regular Committees 
could "ensure that Council docs 
not fall under the power of cer- 
tain cliques."

One icannot^beip: but surmise, 
that anofherlreasdn for the revival 
attempt, is to try to keep within 
the Students' Society those fac- 
ulties toying . with secession. 
Commerce and Engineering, for 
instance, would no doubt be 
anxious to wield a little more 
power agahist the JoUy Red 
Giant Arts and Science. 

The usefulness of the Board 
was investigated, to some extent, 
last year in conjunction with con- 
sUtutional amendments. It was 
decided to elimhiate it entirely as 
a cumbersome wheel with no 
spokes. 

Transferring some power to 
this somewhat rejuvenated body 
is not the answer to improving 
student government. One might 
easily «ask if the council needs 
■ improving. 



The structure of Council as 
recently amended Is probably 
adequate hi dealing with issues. 
The only obvious weakness of the 
present arrangement is the lack 
of communication between the 
representatives and theh* fac- 
ulties. This is. however... a pro- 
blem only the hidividiial societies 
can solve. ' ' i'BvJn - 

The struggle to ruurrect the 
Board of Regular Committees 
then becomes a rather humorous 
but perhaps pathetic interlude in 
the political adventures of Mc- 
Gill. The next meeting is Monday 
evenhig at 7 pm. 

It will be interesting to sec if 
there is any improvement in 
attendance. There might very 
well be. 1 hear four architects 
are going. 



of Uie future? 

We do need student organizaUons at 
both the federal and provincial levds. 

ProvindaUy, we must contend with 
Jean-Guy Cardinal and a very hostile 
and very reacUonaiy Department of 
EducaUoç. Students must act as a 
pressure group to bring Qudiec high- 
er education into the Twentieth Cen- 
tury. 

Also, as was most evident las^ 
March, It Is Imperative that we 
create some lines , of communication 
with the Frencfa'«pèâUng students in 
the province - and not Just on the 
levd of elites talking to one another. 

Whatever Uie future of Uiis prov- 
ince is to be, there must be more un-, 
derstanding, greater rapport, between 
French and English, or we can expect 
repressions like Uiat in St. Leonard 
to become commonplace. 

On the naUonal levd, there are 
many student problems which fall un- 
der federal JurisdicUon. A pressure 
group is needed in Ottawa. There are 
publications, programs, and services, 
of many sorts which could be coor- 
dinated amongst Uiose universities 
•who cared to partidpate. 

MUST NOT 
INTERFERE 

What sort of or^nizaUons do we 
want? 

Fintly, they must be. founded upon 
those prindples which unite us, not 
Uiose which divide us; otherwise, the 
new. organizations . are doomed to 
(ailioe This vrill inean. for , enmple, 
that thenew UGEQ mustnotbeuidUn- 
gual. 

. Secondly, Uie organizations must 
not interfere in the internal affain of 
thdr member universiUes, unless 
they are asked to do so by the stu- 
dents of Uuit university. No more 
endomUon of riots. No more McGiU 
Français. 

Thirdly, Uie organizaUon can and 
must keep its expenditures down. 
There is no excuse for Uie dx-Ogure 
budgets of CUS and UGEQ. ' 

Fourthly, students must have a 
chance to voice thdr own views on 
the Issues by decUng directly Uidr 
representaUves to the congresses.^ 
CUS and UGEQ were destroyed by un- 
presentaUve elita which ran Uie or- 
ganizations. This must not be. per- 
mitted to happen agahi. . 

The orientation must be funda- 
mentally, but not eidusivdy, eduea- 
'tiooaL Education cannot be separated 
from sodal Issues, but educaUon Is ■ 
one thing all students do have in com- ' 
mon. 

Finally. boUi organizations must 
stop trying to perpetrate Uie myth 
of rtudent solidarity which I alluded 
to earlier. Student opinion is plural- 
istic. While this does not foreclose 
the posdbility of the organizaUons 
taking posiUons on issues, Uiey must 
keep that fact in mind. 

Dugmas fool nobody. They only 
reduce the effectiveness of Uie or- 
ganizaUon as a pressure group by 
destroying its credibility. 

Even the name 'union' is anachro- 
nistic and out of place in this context. 
'Federation' comes much closer to 
describing the role they should play. 
. What, Uicn, does this leave our new 
student organizaUons to do, other 
than run bilingual picnics and write 
polite letters to Pierre Tnideau? 

Look around the Leacock lecture 
Uteatre. Look at Uie piUable housing 
available to students. Look at the 
kids who can't afford to go to unlver- 
tUy. Then, Uiink back to March 26Ui. 

Let's give new, representative, and 
responsible student organizaUons a 
chance. ■ • - 
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What are you doing this year? 
Going to classes? 
Learning anything relevant? 
Or are you bored by lectures? 

In the arts and science undergraduate society we are trying to think 
up new ideas on how to make learning at McGill more relevant.
